The building was said to have been 
I(UJidomned. /absence ot fire escapes 
was asserted to bo responsible for the 
loss of life.

Washlnig(:on, Nov. 9. — So omn warn- 
ing to Qireat Britain that tho Unltnd 
States Willi not further aulimit to tho 
curtailment of Its neutral rl ghtB, whluh 
has been the effect of the allloB' block- 
ade of Cleirmany since March 11, Is 
contained. In the note to Great Britain 
made public by the state t apartment. 

After declaring that tho Unlti'd 
States "caninot with complacency Biif- 
fer further subordination of Its rights 
and interests," the note serves notiuo 
In tho following paragraph that Gre it 
Britain vrlll be held to the enforce- 
ment of the letter of luternationil 
law: 

"The government of the United 
States doslros to Impress moat ear- 
Tieatly upon his majesty's rovornraem 
that it must insist that tho relations 
between :lt and his maJeBt^''s govern- 
ment be igoverned, not by x policy of 
expediency, but by those 2atabilBhcd 
rules of international conduct upcn 
which Great Britain in th) past has 
held the United States to account 
when the latter nation was a bolilger- 
ont engaged In a struggle f Dr national 
oxIstcuceJ . It is of the highest Import- 
nnce to neuitrala not only of the pres- 
ent day, |but of- tho futur<i, that tl o 
prlnclplcB- .of International right ho 
maintalnejd unimpaired." 

Def|:ndlna. Neutral Rl jhts. 

That the United States has taken 
upon Itself the task of def jnding tlie 
rights of; all neutral natloiis againit 
the BrltlHh program of auizlng aiJd 
holding up merchant vcsaida at will 
IB Indicated In this paragraph; | 

"This tasik of championing tho In- 
tegrity of ujoutral rights, v hich ImVe 
received I;hi3 sanction of the civllizjtd 
world agd.Inat the lawless conduct 6t 
belilgerenls arising out of the bittot- 
ncss of thto great conlllctwllch Is noW

Tha note was 
made public by ngreemom. between 
tho state 'dbpartmont and tho British 
foreign o\\ilho and carrlea with it a 
voluminoiis appendix giving the tejlt 
of Amoricaii naval instructions Issued 
In 18G2 ana a summary and table 
showing hundreds of vessel s dett|!ned 
by British authorities since tho pres- 
ent war bofiian. | 

Deals vyi^h Contraband Cjlueotion. ' 

The note Itself Is divided Into thlf- 
ty-Ilvo points, dealing with all nbiwes 
of tho cpnitraband queatlou, selzurjo 
and detontiona, and announces that a 
separate qoifumunlcatlon will be seat 
eoon dcalUi^g particularly with tlijO 
"propriety and right of tlio British 
govcrnmeititito Include in thoIr Hat cif 
contraband of war - certain articles 
which haveiboeu so included." , 

Tho note is dated Octoljior 21 amd 
acknowledges tho British notes Oft 
January 7,. Tobruary 10, Junio 22, Juljy 
23, two on. July 31, August 113 and thp 
note verbalO of August C, all relating 
to restriclLlona upon American - com- 
merce. I 

After am aifgumont on law and fact^, 
Secretary Lansing In concluisiou saysi: 

"I belletfei it has boon conclusively 
shown that the methods sought to bo 
employed by' Great Britain to obtain 
and uso ovidonco of onomy destination 
of cargoei3 ibound for nouitral portiB 
and to Imibo^e a contraband character 
upon such' cargoes aro without Justin.- 
cation; that tlie blockade, uipon which 
such methods aro partly founded, l» 
Ineffective,! Illegal and Indofenslblet 
that tho Judicial procedure lofferod as 
a means of reparation for an Intornal- 
tionnl lujiiri^ is inherently defectlvo 
for tlio piiripoao; and that in many 
cases jurisdiction Is asserted In viola- 
tion of thci lav.' of nations. 

U. SI. Cannot Submit. I 

"The Uiiiitpd States, therefore, can- 
not subml^ ito the curtailmimt of Ita 
neutral rlghita. by these meaaurea, 
which aro admittedly retaillatory. anci 
therefore illegal, In conception and In 
nature ami , Intended to punish thci 
enemies o^''^ho Groat Britain for al- 
leged illegjalfties on thoIr part. Thci 
United States might not, be In a poai- 
tlon to object to thorn If Its IntorestEi 
and the Interests of all noutrala wore'i 
unaffected hv them, but. being affoct- 
od, it cannot with complaconco auW 
further a uljoi^d Inatlon of ita rlglits and

In answer to the British contention 
that . conditions relating to the size 
and seaworthiness of modern carriers 
of commerce Justify bringing vesaela 
Into port for search, tho report of a 
board of United States naval experts 
Is cited, In which It is stated that It 
is not necessary to "remove every 
package of a ship's cargo to eBtablish 
the character and nature of her 
trade," that tho facilities for boarding 
and Inspection of modern ships are In 
fact greater than In former times, and 
that to permit ships to be taken into 
port "would be a direct aid to the 
boillgorents concerned In that It 
would release a belligerent vessel 
overhauling tho neutral from Its duty 
of search and set It free for further 
belligerent oporatioun." 

Certain points deal "with new pro- 
cedure In the prize courts, the effect 
of which the United States complains 
Is "to subject traders to rlalc of loss, 
delay and expense so great and so 
burdensome as to practically" destroy 
much of the export trade qf tim Uni- 
ted States to neutral countrleB of Eu- 
rope.'* 

Maintains Right of 8ale. 

Whatever may he tho conjectural 
concbiFvlons drawn from trade statis- 
tics, the United States maintains the 
right to sell goods into tho general 
stock of a neutral country, and do 
nounces as Illegal and unJuBtlfiable 
any attempt of a belllgoront to Inter 
fere with that right on ^tho groun 
that It suspects that the previo 
supply of such goods In the neutr 
country, which the imports renew 
replace, has been sold to an one 
'"That Is a matter with which 
neutral ypndor has no concern 
which can In no way affect his ri 
of trade.
